I, Brenda G Cnudde, to the best of my knowledge and belief, do hereby state as follows: 

1 . I am an Engineering Services DC/IP Assistant of Snap-on Incorporated, the assignee of the 
above-referenced patent application. 

2. A number of attempts have been made to contact one of the inventors, Manjula Gururaj, to 
review the patent application and to sign the Declaration and Power of Attorney and 
Assignment forms forwarded to her. 

3. On June 25, 2004, 1 prepared and sent a letter addressed to Ms. Gururaj at 520 Mansion 
Court #102, Santa Clara, CA 95054, her address on our record.
